drag ing molt of the French Forces on that Side, 
King William, with the greateſt Expedition, in- 
veſted Namur, which they had no Notion he 
would fit down before. This Motion, however, 


could not be made with Speed enough to prevent 


Marſhal ZBoufflers from throwing 'himfelf into 
the Town with ſeven Regiments, which aug- 
mented the Garriſon to abour Fourteen Thouſand 
effective Men. This did not deter the 5108 pan | 
proſecuting his Deſign, leaving only Thirty 

Thouſand Men under the Command of Prince 
Vandemont, to obſerve the Motion of the French, 


and cover Flanders. The Enemy being well 


informed of this Diſpoſition of the Army which 
was encamped at Woutergen, reſolved to attack 
it in Front and Flank. 

The Prince making a Shew of waiting for them, 
ſent his Baggage to Ghent, entrenched tis Camp, 
placed Cannon in all the Paſſes, and taking Ad. 
vantage of the Night to prepare för his Retreat, 


made it in the Sight of the Enemy's Army, 


which advanced to cut him to pieces The Printe 
had given out ſuch good Orders, that all the 
Attacks of the French proved ſruitleſs, and he 


had the Honour of making a glorious Retreat, in

Pic Vaudemont, 
with the Army un er his Command, had leſt 
Bruſſels, before this Motion of the French, ta 
over the Seige z and being joined by ſome He- 
achments, which had occupied ſeveral Pots, 
under the Command of the Duke of M rtemberg 
and the Earl of At hloue, he extended his Forces 
behind Mehaigne, as far as from St, Denis to 
Tpignoy.

The French finding him fo ſtrangly entrenche

Citadel. They unanimoully declared the Thing 
1m poſſible, and that it would be raſh to attempt

In the Interim, the Allies detached thirty 
Squadrons, commanded by Monſieur de l. Fozer, 
who advanced within piſtol Shot of th? Enemy, 
to reconnoitre. Theſe were diſcovered. by the 
French Scouts, who fell upon them, and, finding 
they gave Way, ſuffercd themſelves to be decoy- 
ed 1nto an Ambuſh, where the Fight renewing 
with greater Fury, the Aſſailants were driven 
back towards their Camp, after they bad loſt a 
hundred and fifty Horſe.

the 3oth of Auguſt, after the Batteries had play- 
ed with greater Fury than ever, from the Break 


of Day to One in the Afternoon, My Lord 


Cuts, with Three thouſand Engliſp, was com- 
manded to aſſault the New- Caſile. Count Rivera, 
with two Thouſand Dutch and a Thouſand Ha- 
variass, was ordered to attack on the Side of 
Fort Koehoorn, while Monficur la Cave ſhould 
aſſault it in Front. At the Game Inſtant Monſieur 
Schwerin, at the Head of Two thouſand Men, 
was to aſſault the tovered Way before the Devil's 


Houſe ; and, to prevent Sallies, a Colonel, with 


Five hundred Men, was poſted between the 
New-Caſthe and Fort Keehoorn. The Signal 
being given, thoſe Troops marched to the Aſfſault 
with incredible Intrepidity. Here our brave 
Enugliſb were drawn into a fatal Miſtake by their 


Courage ; for Three hundred of them mounted 


the Breach of the Neæe- Caſtle with ſuch Impe. 
tuofity, that they could not be ſupported ; by this 
Ardour we failed in the Attack of that ,Work. 
The other Aſſault proved more ſucceſsful. We 
carried all the covered Way of the Devil's Houſe, 
and that of Fort Koehoorn. Here we made our 


Lodgments, which being joined, we were Ma- 


ſters of Three thouſand Yards of covered Way. 
Notwithſtanding we loſt a Thouſand Men in 
this Aſſault, and had as many wounded, the King 


was preparing for a ſecond; but Marſhal Zoufflers, 


not thinking it expedient to give him the Trou- 


ble, beat the Chamade.

hundred Dragoons to Dinant.

We decamped the 2d of July from Gnderingen, 


and advanced to Uhermargen, within a League 
of Danarvert ; but our Vanguard did not come 


in Sight of the Enemy's Entrenchments 'till the 
Afternoon: However, not to give the Bavarian; 


Time to make themſelves yet ſtronger, the Duke 


ordered the Dutch General Goor, who command- 
ed the right Wing, compoſed of Engliſb and 


Dutch, with ſome Auxiliary Troops, to attack, 


as ſoon as poſſible: Thus we did not ſtay for the 
coming up of the [mperialiſts, We began about 
Six o Clock, and were twice repulſed with very, 


great 
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1 great Loſs; but this did not abate any thing of 


our Courage; our Men, rather animated with 
this Refiſtance, gave a third Aſſault, at the Time 
the Prince of Faden arrived with the German 


| Troops of the right Wing, who attacked on his 


Side. The Slaughter, which was very great, had 
laſted above an Hour, when the Duke of Wir- 
temberg had the good Fortune, with ſeven Squa- 
drons, to enter the Enemy's Trenches, by the 
covered Way of Donavert, and fell upon their 
Rear. The Bavarians were now ſoon routed, 
and a cruel Slaughter made of them, and the 
Bridge over the Danube breaking down, a great 
Number were drowned, or taken Priſoners. In 
the ſecond Attack I received a Ball in my Hip, 


| Which is ſo lodged between the Bones, that it can 


never be extracted, to this Day the Wound is 


open, and has almoſt deprived me of the uſe of 


my Leg and Thigh. Captain Joung, who, poor 
Gentleman, was toon after killed, deſired me to 
get off ; but, upon my Refuſal, he ordered two 
of my Comrades to take me up, and they ſet me 


at the Foot of a Tree, where I endeavoured to 


animate my Brother Soldi-rs, till I had the Plea- 


ſure of ſeeing them get into the "I'renches and 
beat down their Enemies; tho' it was a deat- 


bought Victory, as they diſputed every Inch of 
Ground, and ſhewed an uncommor. Bravery. 
We loſt, of my Acquaiptance, Captain Toung, 
Captain Douglaſs, and Lieutenant Malrary, be- 
fide a Number of private Men. VVV 

I was carried to the Hoſpital near Schelleubere, 
and put under the Care of thrce Surgeons, Mr. 
Wilſon, Mr. Laureuce, and Mr. Sea, and nar- 


rowly eſcaped being diſcovered. Here, while I

lours, all the Vents, the Baggage and Plate of 
the Count of Arco. This General, when he 
ſound his Entrenchmerts entered by the Allies, 
withdrew to Donawert; but the Inhabitants not 
opening the Gates ſoon enough, he was forced 
to throw himſelt into the Danube, and had the 
good Fortune to pet ſafe to Augsbourg. When 
rhe Gates of Donawert were ſet open, thoſe who 
Kept the Entrenchments on the Side of the Town, 
crouded into it, and at firſt made a ſhew of de- 
fending it ; but thar Evening, having received 
Orders from the Elector to burn the Town and 
Proviſions, to blow up the Amunition, break 
down the Bridges an retreat to Augsbourg, they 
cla pped Straw into the Houſes, to which they 
began to ſet Firc ; but had not Time to perfect 
their Deſign, for fear of their Retreat being cut 
off ; the Allies being got into the Suburbs, and 
laying Bridges over the River, which compelled 
them to withdraw at Four o'Clock in the Morning, - 
and gave the Burghers an Opportunity to ſave the 
Town. The Allies entered it, and therein found 


Three Pieces of Cannon, Twelve Pontons of 


Copper, Twenty-thouſand Weight of Powder, 
Tiree-thouſand Sacks of Flower, Quantities of 
Oa's, and other Provifions. Theſe were the 
Fruits of our Victory, which, however, we pur- 
chaſed by the Loſs of Three thouſand brave Fel- 
lows killed and wounded, and, amoug ſeveral 
other general Otkcers of PiſtinQtion, General 
Goor reccived a Musket Bal in his Eye, and in- 
ſtantly expired in the Arms of Monfieur Mor- 


raig ne, who ran to his Aſſiſtance. The Duke of 


L.unelourg Bevern was mortally wounded, and 

died before the Fight was overs 
The Allies having Gartiſoned Donawert, made 
themſelves Maſters of Rain, by Opry 
- an 
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and carried the little Town of Aicha Sword in 
Hand, where they put 500 of the Garriſon to 
Death, and took the reſt Priſoners. They had 


now nothing to prevent their piercing into the 


Center of Bavaria, where they were ſo greatly 
alarmed, that the Inbabitants of Lechauſen, 
Strottlingen, and Friedbergen, hearing of the 


| Defeat at Schellenberg; quitted their Houſes, 


and even the Electreſs of #4varia did not think 
herſcif in Safety at Munich, tho' ſhe had Eight 
thouſand Men of regular Troops ; but defired 


the Arch-biſhop of Salrzburgh to give her Shel- 


ter. Her Fear was not groundleſs; for, after the 
taking Rain and Aicha, the Allies ſent Parties 


on every. Hand to ravage the Country, who pil- 


laged above Fifty Villages, burnt the Houſes of 
Peaſants and Gentie men, and forced the Inbabi- 


tants, with what few Cattle had eſcaped the in- 


ſatiable Enemy, to ſcek Refuge in the Woods. 
The EleQtor, who, after the Deteat of his 
Troops near Dozawerr, expected to ſee his 
Country laid Waſte, held a Council of War in 
the open Field, compoſed of his Generals and 


moſt experienced Odicers; wherein it was re- 
ſolved immediately to abandon the Camp of 


Lewingen, tho' very advantageous, and extreme- 
ly well fortified, and to, retuforce the Army as 
much as poſſible. 
ln Conſequence of this Reſolution, they drew 
out the Bavarian Garriſons of Hochſter, Dit. 
lingen. Lawingen, MNeubourg, and of ſeveral 
little Towns ; after which, their Army encamp— 
ed under he Walls of Augsburg, whither they 
had before ſent immenſe Sums under a ſtron 
Eicorte, raiſed by the Plunder and Contributions 
ot the preceding Year. The EieQor Jqdged in 
the Convent of St. Vin, and compeiling the 
Burghers to work Day and Night on the Entrench- 
ments of his Camp, he ſurrounded it with a 
Ditch 
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Ditch Fitty Feet wide, and proportionably deep; 
that he might, in greater Security, wait the 

Succours Marſhal Tallard was leading to him. 
The Event proved, that the Elector was in 
the Right to depend on Succour from France; 
for the two Magſhals, Villeroy and Tallard, or. 
dered their March ſo as to arrive at AHugsburgh̊ in 
the Beginning of Auguſt. The Prince HFugene, 
of Savoy, who had hitherto watched them, now 
Joined the grand Army, part ot which formed 
the Siege of Ingolſtadt, under the Command of 
the Prince of Baden. The Enemy were, by this 
Siege, drawn out of their Entr-nchments, and 
| having poſted themſelves at Hochſtet, the Allies 
reſolved to decamp trom Erlinkhoven, and go 
thither to attack them, tho* their Right was pro- 
tected by the Danube, and their Left by the 
Wood of Tutsingen, aud their Fronts dy two 
_ Rivulets and a Morals, which intirely ſheltered 
At ſix o'Clock in the Morning, on the 15th of 
Auguſt 1104, we came in Sight of the Enemy, 
and about cleven were drawn up in Order of 
Battle; we then threw five Bridges, made of 
Faſcines and Jin Pontons, over the Rivulet be- 
fore the Faces of the Enemy, poſted behind it, 

and at two, the Signal was given to attack. 
Every one has read an Account of this Battle, 
which was as memorable as that of Crecy, or 
Agencourt ; wherefore it is needleſs for me to 
trouble my Readers with a Detail of it, I ſhall

of their Forces and fend them the ſame Way to 
oppoſe the Allies ; but they were too well inform- 
ed of the Neglect of what had been agreed up- 
on; were ſatisfied the Nuke would loſe a preat 
deal of Time in waiting for the Germans, and 
were therefore determined to take Advantage of 
their Delay, and undertake an important Expediti- 
on on the /fges. The Dutch Army, not being 
ſtrong enough to keep the Field, was enttenched 
under the Cannon of Maſtricht. The French 
quitting their Lines on the 27th of May, encamp. 
e 
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ed at Vegincourt, and at Fal. Notre Dame, and 
having ſent a Detachment over the Aaes, they 
the next E inveſted Huy. The Town, which 
was defenceleſs, immediately ſurrendered, upon 
Condition, that the Burghers ſhould keep their 
Privileges ; that the Garriſon ſhould have Li- 
berty to retire into the Caſtle, and that the Freach 


ſhould rfot fire from the Town on the Caſtle, 


nor the others, from the Caſtle upon the Town, 
On the zoth at Night the Trenches were opened 
before Fort Picard, which was carried on the 
third Aſſault, with all its Ourworks. They, 
immediately after the Reduction of this Fort, 
with all poſſible Expedition, raiſed new Battc- 
ries againſt the others, and made ſuch a terrible 
Fire with Thirty Picces of Cannon and Twenty

The French, who were advanced as far 
as Ramelies, ſeeing us contrary to their Expecta. 
tions, on our March, were terribly embarraſſed, 
and imagin'd they had receiv'd falſe Intelligence: 


However their was no avoiding a Battle. We 


began on the 23d about two in the Afternoon. 
The Left of our Army, which attacked the right 
Wing of the Enemy met with a tout Refiſtance 


before they could break them; which however 
at length did, and put them to flight, while we 


were not leſs ſucceſsful in the right Wing. In a 


Word, the Enemy was every where intirely 


routed, and never Victory was more compleat. 
They retired ſome to Lovain, others to Wavere 
and the reſt to Zudoigne.

All 
that the Duke of Yenoze could do to impede 
his March, proved fruitleſs ; he broke through 
all the Obſtacles the French threw in his Way, 
and ſubſiſted his army in the Midſt of an Ene- 
my's Country, which he was obliged to crols ;

The Allies having received a Reinſorcement 
of German Troops which had followed Prince 
Eugene from the Aſoſelle to the Low Countries 
poſſeſs d themſelves of the Lines the French had 
thrown up to cover Walloon Flanders; extended 
their Contributions as far as the Gates of Arras, 
and made Preparations to lay Siege to Liſte.

There were ſome Engliſh and Dutch Troops 
poſted in the Market Town called Enutrires, 
where they had entrench'd themſelves: Theſe 
the Duke of Yendome cannonaded with forty 
Pieces of Cannon, which made us all conclude, 
he would at length come to a Battle: But he 
ſecretly decamping on the 15th, lined the Scþeld 
from Tourvai to Ghent, and the Canal from 
thence to Bruges : By which he cut off all the

thouſand Engliſh were landed at this Port with 
a great Quantity of Powder and Provifion, and 
Stores of all Sorts, a great Part of which had 
already been received by the Beſiegers.

ries in abundance, the French endeavoured ta

of three ſmall Bodies of Horſe, with green 
Boughs in their Hats, which was the Diſtinction

This I learned of the Dutch 
Soldiers in Jrelau when Kivg Milliam was there 
for they diſcovered by this Method, and took 
away 2 Cheſt of Linnen my Mother had hid 
under Gro'ind, with a large Quantity of Wheat, 
While 1 was one Day buſyed in ſearch of Plun- 
der, I heard behind me a great burſt like a ſud. 
den ſhort Clap of Thunder, and turning nimbly 
roun], 1 ſaw the Air full of ſhattered Limbs of 
Men. This happened, as I was informed at my 
Return, by a Spark from a Pipe of Tobacco 
etting Fire to a Bomb, by which fifty Shells and 
twenty four of our Men were blown up ; but 
luckily, our Magazine of Powder, though near the 
ſame Place eſcaped ; as I have often ſaid, where. 
ever my Husband was ordered upon Duty, 1 


always followed him, and he was ſometimes of 


the Party that went to ſearch for and draw the 
Enemy's Mines, I was often engaged with their 
Party under Ground, where our Engagements 
were more terrible than in the Field, being {ome- 
timce near ſuffocated with the Smoak of Straw 
which the French fired to drive us out, and the 
fighting with Pick Axes and Spades, in ray Opini- 
on, was more dangerous than with Swords, 
l have in the Journal of the Siege, taken Notice 
of the Number of Mines ſprung ; one of which 
blew up four hundred of our Men, and another 
narrowly miſs'd carrying up a whole Regiment 
which was juſt drawn off as it was fired, fo that 
the defign'd Execution was by Accident pre- 
rented, and only eight Mes loit, :

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After having haſtily filled up the Works beſote 


Fournay, the Prince of Hefe Ci began his 
march at the Head of ſixtcen thouſand Men, 


to inveſt Ius, the Capital of Teynanlr, and to 
take Poſſeſſion of ſome Volts in its Neighbuur- 
hood, eſpecially along the River Tyuille, which 
runs by that Town. On the 4th of Sepre:aber, 
he was followed by the reſt of the Army, but the.

nothing, without the Aff:nt of the Deputics af 
the States, who were not yet come up; the /repch 
took the Advantage of th.t Time to make their 
Camp inacceſſible, by covering it- with a trip'e 


Entrenchment. Notwithſtanding this new Ol ſta- 
cle, the Allies prepared for tie Battle very early 
in the Morning, on the 141th, N. FS. and with 
all imaginable Reſolution, at eight o'Clock, 


marched, up to the Entrenchmenes. Our leſt | 


Wing, commanded by the Duke, charged with 


fuch Biavery, that we drove the French out of 


the two firit Katrenchments, cutting al to pieces 
that oppoſed us; but could not force the third 


which was defended by a great many Picces of 
Cannon, and felled Trees laid a tawart: how 


ever we ſome time maintain'd the Ground we 


had got upon the Enemy, tbo' expos'd to the. 
Fire of the Artillery, Which {wept Gawn whole 
Companics at a Time ; but at length ſceing our 
Number t.rrbly din.coilh'd, we were obft | 

© abandon the two Eutrerchmtuts we had carrt- © 


ed . 
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d. In the mean while the Foot of the Right 
ommanded by Prince Eugene, having made 
hrough the Wood into the Plaine, after a moſt 
zbſtinate Reſiſtance of the French, gave the 
Horſe an Opportunity alſo to force the Entrench- 
ment joining to the Wood, The Horſe on both 
Sides were engaged with an unparallell'd Fux; 
but the Allies continually getting Ground, as 
then Troops enter'd the Entrenchments, the 
Advantage was viſibly on their Side: They put 
to Flight the main Battle, and by that gave an 
Opportunity to their Lett Wing which had return- 
ed to the Attack to recover the two Entrench- 
ments, which they could not before keep, and 
alſo to carry the third: This was followed by 
an entire Def.at of the French Army; which 
at three in the Afternoon took to Flight, and in 
its Turn, by the Confufion they fled in, loſt a 
great Number of Men, ſv chat the Slaughter on 
both Sides was really terrible ; for as far as I 
could ſee, the Ground was cover'd with dead and 
dying Men, The Allies loſt fourteen thou- 
ſand Men killed, wounded, or Priſoners : The 
French nincteen thouſand, The Night before 
the Battle of Tarſnieres, Lieutenant Ge- 
neral Dedem went off with a Detachment to 
throw himſelf into St. Cuilain, which the Duke 
of Aſarlborough was aſſuted the French Garriſon 
had abandoned; but the General, in his March 
receiving certain Advice to the contrary, inſtead 
of two hundred Foor, which he defign'd to fend 
thither from Gezappe, drew from thence five 
five hundred, and fuitaind them with two Squa- 
drons. Col. Haxhniſen, who commanded this 
Detachment, ſeat a Drum to ſummon the Gar- 
riſon, having, as he drew near the Town, extend. 
ed his Front, that he might make a greater Shew | 
of Number: On a Refuial to ſurrender he gave

Our Army now inveſted Aſons, into which the 


French \ound means, eight Days after the Batth 


to introduce a Convoy of Ammunitions, Proyi. 
ſions, Money, and a thouſand Men; the Trench 


were opened on the 25th over-againſt Po, 


 Berteaumont, by the Engineer General Harte 


with our Battallions, and alſo two thouſand Work 
men; and before the Gate of Havre by tw 
Battallions and alſo two thouſand Workmen un. 
der the Command of the Engineer De Hauff. 
We were terribly hindered by the Rains, which 
- obliged us to bottom the Trenches with faſcines, 
and to drain them by cutting a long Gut, which 
reached as far as the Truillè: But notwithſtand- 
ing all Obſtacles, we puſhed on our Approaches 
ſo briskly that having finiſhed our Batteries, we 
were ready to give the Aſſault to the Horn. 
work near Berteaumont Gate on the 2oth'0 
October: The Garriſon however prevented us 
by beating the Chamade. Deputies came out of 
the Town, and returned again by eight o Clock 
mith the Articles of Capitulation, which they 
brought back the next Morning with the Gover- 
nor's Approbation. At Eleven o' Clock we were 
put in Poſſeſſion of Nimy Gate; two Days after 
the Garciſon marched out; the French were con- 
ducted to Maubeuge, the Spaniards and Bava- 
rians to Namur. The Reduction of this Town 
minated the Campagne in Flanders. 3 
When we left Tournay, and before the inveſt 
ing of Mons, as the Army marched towards the 
French Lines, I choſe to go with the Cam Co- 
lour Men, who attended by the Porlorn Hope, 
march at ſo confiderable a diſtance

of an Hour's Diſpute he carried a Barricade, and 
advanced behind a Houſe on the right of the 
Battery; on which the Chamade was beat; but 
as they had nor done it ſoon enough, they wen

it; bal ermy, that they are often cut off before any 
Y ual orce can come to their Aſſiſtance, which though 


t makes it the moſt dangerous Poſt, it is the 
moſt profitable, if there is any Plunder to be 
pot, as there are but few to ſhare it. In our 
March I eſpied at ſome Diſtance a great Houſe, 
which I, advancing before the Camp-Colour Men, 
rin to, leaving my Horſe to the Care of a fick 
[Serjcant, who was glad of the Opportunity to 
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ride. I here found fix Couple of Fowls with 

their Legs tied, a Busket of Pidgeons and four 
Sheep, who were alſo tied, and ready to be 
carried off ; but I ſuppoſe, upon our Appearance 
the People made the beſt of their Way to ſecure 
Things of greater Va'ue. One of the Sheep! 
killed, dreſſed, cut of a Leg and all the Pat. 
The other three I loos'd and turned into the Yard ; 
by the Time I had done our Men came up with 
me, and put the Carcaſs of the Sheep on my 
Mare before the Serjeant; the Fowls I hang about 
my Neck ; ar:d drove my Sheep'before me, and 
ſo marched to the Place deſigned for the Camp, 
called Havre. Being here arrived, while they 
were fixing Boughs for the Diſpoſitionof the Camp 
and marking out Ground for every Regiment, [ 

pitched my Tent near a deſerted Publick Houle 
aliotted for Col. Hamilton's Quarters z turned my 
Sheep to Graſs, and hung up my Matton on a 
Tree to cool: I then went into the Colonel's 
Quarters, over which, as ſoon as it was appoint- 


. ed, a Guard was fer, but by a Bribe, I ſtruck 


him ſo blind, that he could nor ſee me, and my 
Husband's Comrades, who lent a friendly Hand to 
carry off a large Quantity of Faggots, Hay, and 
Straw for my Mare and my own Bed ; fill all my 
empty Flasks with Beer, and rowl off a whole 
Barrel to my Tent. Having made theſe Prizes [ 
cut up my Mutton, laid bya Shoulder to roaſt, 
Je Neck and Breaſt to make Broth 5 dug a m_ 
5 wit 
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with a Hatchet to boil my Pot in, which, the 
Fire being made, I ſet on with the Mutten and 
Sweet-herbs, and was enjoying myſelf by a gloti. 
ous Fire when the Army came up. Colonel 
Hamilton and Major Erꝛuaod came to my Fire, 
and were not a little ſurpriſed to ſee I had gotten 
19 many Things in Readineſs. I ſhew'd them 
my Proviſions of all Sorts ; upon which the Col, 
ſuſpecting that | had plundered his Quarters, 
asked where | had got my Barrel of ſtrong Beer. 
1 told him that falling in with ſome Boors, [ 
drove them before me, and made them bring me 
what I wanted; to which he civilly i 
D—y you, you are a lying Devil. Come, ſaid l, 
you Matton Monger, wil you give me Handſet ? 
They called tor a Gailon of Beer, and drinking 
a little, gave the Reſt among ſome of the Men, 
and ordered the Shoulder of Mutton to be roaſt- 
ed, which I did by pitching two forked Sticks into 
the Ground, putting it on a jointed Spit, and 
ſetting a Soldiers Wife to turn it, I made four 
Crowns a piece of my Sheep, beſides the Fat 
which I ſold to a Woman, who made mold Can- 
dles for the Men, and made a good Penny of my a 
 Powls and Pidgeons. A Body of Troopers, and 
ſome Huſſurs, being order'd out to reconnoitre 
in the Woods at Taiſuieres, before the Enemy 
entrench'd themſelves, and to cover the Foragers, 
with ſtrict Charge to return at the firing of a Can 
non, I being one of the Foragers, took my Mare 
along with me, leaving another Horſe which 1 
had bought of a Huſſar in an Orchard, Brigadier 
Lalo's Quarters, and digging a whole, I buried 
my Money. When we were ſome Diſtance from 
the Camp I puſhed forward, on which Quarter 
Maſter Hankey and Lieutenant Mackenny, bid 
me not be too ventureſome, I anſwei ed that I was 
in no Danger, and haſtened on ta a large Houſe 
which I entered, and found a Bed ready made; 
| | | rwo 
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two or three Tubs of Flower; an Oven full of 
hot bread ; a conſiderable Quantity of Bacon and 
Beef hanging in the Chimney, a Basket full of 

Cocks and Hens, with two Pots of Butter, I 
emptied the Feathers out of the Tick to cover 
my Mare with, leſt the hot Bread ſhould burn 
her back, then threw the Feathers out of the 
Bolſter, into one End of which I put my Bread, 
and into the other my Beef and Bacon; my Pots 

of Butter I ſlung on each Side of her, took my 


Fouls in my Hand and mounted; which I had 


ſcarcely done when I heard the fignal Gun, an 
alarm given the Foragers, that the whole Body 
of the Enemy was 5 upon us, and that their 
ſceming to march to the left was only to cover the 
Fileing off their Infantry into the Woods. The 
Terror with which the Foragers were ſtruck at 
the News is hardly credible; the Fields were 
ſtrewed with Corn, Hay, and Utenſils, with 
which they had not the Courage to take along with 
them, nay ſome, whoſe Hories were at a little 
diſtance. rather choſe to loſe than venture to fetch 
them: I jogged on towards the Army, but ſceivg 
a fine Truſs of Hay lying, and fearing my Horſes 
might want, the Danger could not make me 
withſtand the Temptation ;-I leaped off my 
Mare, clapped it upon her, and mounting again 
got ſafe to the Place where the Army lay. I was 
ſurpriſed to ſee all in Motion, however I ſtaid to 
kill my Fouls, fetch my Horſe and Money that { 
had buried, ſtrike my Tent, with which, and 
othcr things I loaded him and followed the Ar- 
my. | 

My Husband being in the Rear, 1 had an Op- 
portunity of converſing with him; he was ex; 
tremely malancholy, and told me this Engage- 
ment would certainly be the Jaſt he ſhould ever 
ſee : ] endeavonted to laugh him out of this No- 
lion, but he inſiſted upon it, that he . 

| Ille 
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killed, which proved but too true. In our 
March, fo heavy a Rain fell, that we were Ankle 
deep, and ſceing a little Child of one of my 


Husbands Comrades, I took it up leſt it ſhould 


be loſt in deep Clay. At Night, when in Sight 
of the Enemy, our army halted and lay that 
Night on ſome follaw Ground, on which were 
many Heaps of Dang, and he was a happy Man 
who could get one to ſleep upon. I left che army 
and went to a gieat Houfe in the Rear to dreſs 


my Provifions ; I led my Horſes into the Houſe 


which by the help of one Arinſtrong, a Butcher 
and of Lord Orkeney's French Baker, I unload- 
ed, Next | made a great wood Fire, with what 


I found, dried myſelf and the Child, and laid 


it on ſome Straw before the Fire, I had now 
Leiſure to look out for Forage for my Beaſts, and 
found ſome Flax, Hay and Clover, with the firſt 
I litered them, threw the other before them, 
and locking them up in a handſome Parlour, 


thought of dreſſing ſome Victuals, in order to 


which I went to the Well for Water, and found 
a Bucket which is not common, for the Boors, as 
they had ſeveral Things in the Wells, commonly 


cut them away. In letting down my Bucket I. 


thought it ſtruck againſt ſomething which ſound- 


ed like a braſs Kettle ; I was not out, for letting 


down my Drag | brought one up; and at the next 
throw I fetched out a Braſs Pail, in which was 
2 Silver Quart Mugg in a Fiſh-skin Caſe. I 


made ſeveral other Caſts, but bro ught up no- 


thing more: wherefore leaving the Well, baving 
taken what Water I wanted 1 (et it on the Fire, 
pulled my Fowls, which with ſeme of my Hung 


Beef and alſo ſome Bacou I clapped into the Pot 


and then ſtepped into the Garden to cut ſome 


Sprouts, waſhed and put them in, and leaving 


the Care of the Cooking to Armſtrong and the 


Baker, ſtrolled over the Houſe for Plunder; but 
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after ſearching ſeveral Rooms, I tound nothing 


worth « arrying off but what was too cumberſome 
wherefore I viſited the Cellar, where I found to 
my great Joy, a Barrel of excellent ſtrong Beer, 


I immediately ran up for, and filled my Pails; 


as | was returning with theſe fall, I happened 


_ to ſtumble againſt an inward Cellar Door, which 

flying open diſcover'd another ſmall one: 1 
haſtened up with my Beer, full of Hopes of find- 

ing ſomewhat better worth within the little Door. 

I found two Runlets and two Quart Bottles of 


Vinegar, and two more of. very good Brandy, 
with which I filled my Flaks, and placed all the 


Booty in the Parlour where my Beaſts were ſhut 


up. My Proviſions being ready, I clapped them 
and a Quantity of Beer on one. of my 
having firſt regaled my two Aﬀiſtants, who were 
not « Hanks thankful for Proviſion was then ſo 
ſcarce in the Army, a Guinea and half was offer. 
ed for an Ounce of Bread, and there was no Pro. 


badility of getting any Supply 'till the Battle was 


over, which we expected would be, and as I 


| have already ſhewn, was very bloody. I filled 


the Child's Belly, filled her Apron with Victuals 


and taking her with me, left her with her Fa- 


ther, whom I ſoon found, and who was very ill 


of an Ague, lying in a miſerable Condition on 2 
a Heap of Dung. He would fain have had me 
taken Care of her, bur I could not undertake 


the Charge. Leaving her, I went+in Search of 


my Husband, and after a confiderable Time, as 
there was ſo great a Fog, I could ſcarce ſee a 


Yard before me, ] met with one of our Regi- 
ment, who cried out, here comes the Picture of 


Plenty. I asked for my Husband, and he ſhew- 


ed him faſt aſleep, with his Head on his Com, 
rade's Backſide. I awaken'd him and bid him 
ask what Officers or Soldiers he thought fit to eat 
with him, eſpecially ſuch as he was obliged to ; 
1 r 
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for I bad brought a large Quantity of Prov:ſiong, 
I ſet the Bread, Butter and Beef before his Com- 
rades, who ſetting down on the Dung, made a 
hearty Meal, though they had no Table cloth, 


Knives, Oc. reſerving the Bacon, Fowls and 


Sprouts for my Husband and the invited Officers 
who were Colonel, and Captain Hamilton, Col. 


Trwwin, Capt. Roſs, Major Maclane, and Col. 


Folks. Two Fowls, ſome Bacon and Beef I gave 
to my Husband and his Serjeant, when every 
one of theſe were ſatisfy'd I gave the remainder 


of my Proviſions to ſome young Recruits, who 


not being innured to Hardihips, were ready to 
| periſh with Hunger. I had ſet a part fome Pul- 

lets with Eggs for the General Officers, and 
ſaught out my Lord Orkeney whom I found with 
the Generals, Lumley, Webb, Withers and 
Lord North and Grey. As ſoon as Lord Orkenep 
{aw me, he asked it I had any Beer togive him? 
I anſwer'd, I had enough at his Lordſhips Ser- 


vice, but | thought he had better eat before he 


before he drank. That's true, ſaid, my Lord, 
if l knew where to get it, but I don't believe 
there is any ſuch thing in the Army. You gueſs 
a near the Truth I replied, for I don't be.

eve any ons has a Morſel except myſelf, and if 


you take up with Fowl, Bacon and Sprouts? and 
hung Beef, I have them ready at your Service, 
and ſet them before him. This was a very agree» 
able Surprize to them all ; they tore the Meat 
with tacir Fingers, and eat very heartily ; but 
wanting Water to mix with their Wine, on ſome 
Soldiers refuſal, I went to the Well within 
Muſquet ſhot of the Enemy and fetch'd them 
ſome. I remember en: ot the Company propos 
ſed a Motian of the Army, not only without the 
Duke of Marlhorougi's Order, but contrary to
